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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall contain a bitten description of the invention, and of the ^.^^°^ ng 
and usins it in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
SSfol^SL it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

The following is a quotation of 37 CFR 1.71(a)-(c): 

(a) The specification must include a written description of the invention or discovery and of the manner 
and process of making and using the same, and is required to be in such full, clear, conc.se, and exact terms as to 
^^^ISLd - the* or science to which the invention or discovery appertams, or w.th wh.ch >t » 
most nearly connected, to make and use the same. 

(b) The specification must set forth the precise invention for which a patent is solicited, in such 

to distinguish it from other inventions and from what is old. It must describe completely a spec.f.c embodiment 
of Z£ machine, manufacture, composition of matter or improvement invented and must explain the 
mode oToperatror principle whene'ver applicable. The best mode contemplated by the mventor of casing 
out his invention must be set forth. 

(c) In the case of an improvement, the specification must particularly point out the part or parts s of -the 
nrocess machine manufacture, or composition of matter to which the improvement relates, and the description 
^be^ZlTSe specific improvement and to such parts as necessarily cooperate with ,t or as may be 

necessary to a complete understanding or description of it. 

2. The specification is objected to under 37 CFR 1.71 because the specification appears to 
be a literal translation from a foreign language document, and as such is replete with idiomatic 
errors and terms (such as installations and meshing fastening means) which are so different from 
that which is generally accepted in the art to which the instant application pertains, that the 
specification does not disclose the details of the invention in such a way as to enable one of 
ordinary skill in the art to practice the invention, and furthermore provides no support for the 
terminology used in the claims. Examples of such claim terminology include: installations, 
meshing fastening structures, unidirectional tensile connection elements, and stretch connections. 
Accordingly, a substitute specification is required pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .125(a). 
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3. A substitute specification filed under 37 CFR 1.125(a) must only contain subject matter 
from the original specification and any previously entered amendment under 37 CFR 1.121. If 
the substitute specification contains additional subject matter not of record, the substitute 
specification must be filed under 37 CFR 1.125(b) and must be accompanied by: 1) a statement 
that the substitute specification contains no new matter; and 2) a marked-up copy showing the 
amendments to be made via the substitute specification relative to the specification at the time 
the substitute specification is filed. 

4. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1.83(a). The drawings must show every 
feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the installations, meshing fastening 
structures, unidirectional tensile connection elements, etc. must be shown or the feature(s) 
canceled from the claim(s). No new matter should be entered. 

5. Claims 1-21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as containing subject 
matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the 
invention. Examples of such subject matter include the use of terms such as the installations, 
meshing fastening structures, and unidirectional tensile connection elements. Additionally, 
because these terms are not supported in the specification, it is impossible to determine structural 
equivalents to apply art rejections to the claims. 

6. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention.

7. Claims 1-21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

The claims are generally narrative and indefinite, failing to conform with current U.S. 
practice. They appear to be a literal translation into English from a foreign document and are 
replete with grammatical and idiomatic errors.
